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DEMAND AND PRICES. 


Holyoke Milis Started Up After Annual Shutdown—East- 
ern Business Quiet—Some Improvement in 
Demand in the West. 








The demand for paper in the New York market is at a 
very low ebb this week. What little business is being 
placed is said to be at ridiculously low figures. All the big 
orders are still being held back. Meantime the buyers 
are playing the bidders against each other. As a result 
some surprisingly low quotations are reported. This com- 
petition has now. become so profitless that nearly all the 
leading mills have practically withdrawn from the con- 
test. This has been done on the conviction that there is 
more money in allowing machines to stand idle than in 
running them solely for the purpose of keeping the help 
busy. The absence of big orders is a conspicuous feature 
of the situation. This fact, however, is counted on to 
stiffen prices later on, as it is predicted that most of the 
buyers will rush into the market at about the same time. 
When this will take place is the vital question before the 
trade to-day. The answer to it is in the form of another 
conundrum, which is: Will the buyers place their orders 
when they are perstaded that whe bottom has been 
reached? As yet they are not convinced on this point. 
This is no doubt due to the fact that they are being so per- 
sistently chased by the would-be seilers, for irom this they 
conclude that by withholding orders they can force prices 
down. 


Holyoke Mills Running Again. 


Western Massachusetts Office

After a week of idleness nearly all of the Holyoke mills 
resumed operations this morning. Business appears to 
be quiet, but nfanufacturers are hopeful for the future. 
One mill man stated this afternoon that business with 
him was decidedly quiet and he thought a majority of the 
mills found it so. Few orders came in last week com- 
paratively, and at the present writing it looks as though 
August was to be a dull month. July business held up 
fairly well in the averages for past years, last year excepted. 
There would seem to be something extraordinary about 
the volume of business done last year by the way paper 
men shy at it when comparing figures. Outside of Hol- 
yoke business seems to be fair, but mills are not crowded 
with orders.

No Marked Change in the Miami. 
[PROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, August 6.—So far as can be ascertained 
by a careful inquiry among mill men, trade conditions have 
not improved materially within the past week, nor is there 
any possibility of a marked change within the next fort- 
night. 

This is admittedly the dull season and tradesmen would 
not expect a rush even with prosperity at its height. Con- 
sequently the disappointment is only slightly more pro- 
nounced than usual. The only feature worthy of com- 
ment is the fact that the depression arrived ahead of time, 
and in the natural course of affairs it is expected to termi- 
nate in advance of the fall season.

Most of the manufacturers are enjoying their mid-sum- 
mer holiday, while all of the traveling men were called off 
the road long ago and no vast amount of business is ex- 
pected to generate without some friction at least. The 
conditions are bad enough and it is the opinion that they 
will show but little change within a month. Many mill 
improvements have been completed during the dull season 
and if a brisk trade comes in the fall Miami Valleyites are 
in a position to handle it adequately. 

The book market is slightly improved, though another

It is 
possible to obtain from it any number of transfers, without 
harm to the matrix itself, of type, blocks, wood cuts, en 
gravings, lithographs, or collotypes, on to stone, zinc, or 
aluminum. In lithography, the great advantage claimed 
for this paper is that it will save the stones used in print- 
ing, aS an impression may be made on or from it, and then 
preserved as a proof. The stone may then be cleaned and 
reground, but with the Steinpapier proof preserved, the 
original design can he transferred to the stone at any sub- 
sequent time.

High Coal Causing Uneasiness in England— Export Duties 
Talked of—The Situation in the Pulp Market 
—Manufacturers Maintain Prices. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL. ] 


Lonvon, July 31.—High priced pulp and yet higher pricc:| 
coal are causing much uneasiness here. The latter is th 
most disturbing factor, and an agitation has been started 
to have export duties that will be practically prohibitory 
placed on British coal. The exports of coal from Grea 
Britain are estimated at about 40,000,000 tons. The result 
of the imposition of these duties wou'd be to compel th: 
Continent to purchase the coal it might require from th: 
United States. 

In pulps mechanical is very firm, and there are no indi 
cations of any break. Chemical fibres are also very firm 
and makers predict another advance. The Scandinavian 
Association of Celluloce Makers recently held a meeting in 
Christiania. The consensus of opinion expressed at th: 
the meeting was that (1) The situation of the marke 
compared with the corresponding periods of previous years, 
was that during 1900 there had already been sold an unu 
sual quantity of chemical wood pulp for delivery next year; 
(2) The timber market recently held in Christiania showed 
an upward tendency in regard to the prices of pulp wood; 
(3) Considering the various conditions, the high price of 
coal, &c., the rise in the cost of production of chemical! 
wood pulp will be more than £1 per ton; (4) It is likely, 
therefore, that prices will go higher in the autumn when 
the demand’ commences for good. It was stated that firm 
offers corresponding to a price of £10 c. i. f. London for 
su'phite for delivery next year had been refused. 

The market for paper makers’ chemicals is quiet. Bleach 
ing powder shows a reduction of 5s. Caus.ic soda is in 
steady request at £11 2s. 6d. to £11 7s. 6d. for 76-77 per 
cent., and £10 to £10 7s. 6d. for 70 per cent. Alkali, 58 per 
cent., stands at £4 5s. to £4 10s. Salt cake is quoted 22s. t 
23s. per ton in bulk on rails. Soda crystals stand at £2 17s 
6d. to £3. The paper market is very quiet just now. Or 
ders are not plentiful and news of happenings is even 
scarcer than orders.

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. DIGESTER LINING CASE. — 


Full Text of Judge Putnam’s Decision in the Suit—The 
Contention Now Goes to the United States 
Court of Appeals. 








[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. | 

KHoston, August 6.—The full decision of Judge Putnam, 

i the United States Circuit Court, in the case of the 
\merican Sulphite Pulp Company against the Burgess 
Sulphite Company, recently tried at Portsmouth, N. H., 
is as follows: 

| can see no reason why I should not dispose 
of this ease now. I am sure it will be for the con- 
venience of counsel for me to do so; and, so far as the 
propositions of law are concerned, I have considered 
every one of them within a very short time, and would 
vain nothing by investigating the authorities which have 
been cited. So far as questions of fact are concerned, I 
am satisfied I should lose more than I would gain by 
postponing the consideration of them for an investigation 
oi the record at some future day. 

Some reference has been made by the respondents to 
the Westinghouse Air Brake Company vs. Burton Stock 
Car Company, 70 Fed. Rep. 619. I always have an un- 
plasant sense of responsibility with reference to the 
granting of a preliminary injunction by a single judge, 
and I am unwilling to grant one when the settled rules of 
practice do not absolutely require me to. In that case I 
could not see that the complainant’s market was in an 
way in danger, nor anything of substantial value whic 
the complainant would gain by an injunction. Therefore 
| refused the injunction, and the Circuit Court of Appeals 
sustained the Circuit Court—not on that ground, but on a 
somewhat different one. 77 Fed. Rep. 301. That de- 
cision was laid aside in Bresnahan vs. Tripp Giant Level- 
lr Company, in which the eae was passed down on 
june §, 1900, by the Circuit Court of Appeals, as a very 
peculiar one, and I cannot, in view of the expressions of 
the Cireuit Court of Appeals, give it - weight here. 

This application has aos spoken of by counsel for the 
respondent as asking judgment at an early stage of the 
case. In view of the settled practice of the various Cir- 
cuit Courts of Appeals, as fully recognized in this circuit, 
it is not asking a judgment; it is asking execution, after a 
‘ull consideration and adjudication by the Circuit Court 
of Appeals, although against different parties. The view 
which I take of the decisions, and of the line of practice 
as established by the Cireuit Court of Appeals in the vari- 
ous cireuits, and especially in this circuit, requires me, 
igainst what may be my own personal convictions, to 
crant an injunction here so far as nine digesters are con- 
erned. 4 

Much has been said here, and well said, in regard to the 
juestion of laches. If this case were one of first im- 
pression—that is, one in which the patent had not already 
been sustained—the suggestions thus made would be quite 
onclusive on the application for an injunction. But 
vhere we are called on to give effect to a prior decision 
1 a patent, after litigation of the conclusive character 
scribed in various opinions of the Circuit Court of Ap- 
cals, the position is entirely different, and the equities 
hich usually reach applications, for_interlocutory injunc- 
vons have very little place. The court to which an ap- 
plication is made for an interlocutory injunction, although 
yainst new parties, is simply asked to protect an estab- 

-hed right, and not to render a new adjudication. = 

Of course, equities of a special character may arise in 
ny case which the courts cannot disregard. As, for ex- 
ple, one equity in this case is the fact that an injunction 
ranted in a radical manner, and without proper provis- 

n for the protection of the ree might do the re- 
pondents irremediable injury, far beyond any advantage 

hich would come to-the complainant. I think, however,

395, and in such a way 
iat | am bound by that case. It is true that all the ques- 
ons which might be raised, and which, pareane, will be 
aised, on the final hearing, samong the rest the validity 
1 the reissue, and the question of anticipation as applied 
the patent as construed by the Circuit rt of Appeals, 
ave not been passed on by that court. But they were 
fore the court; they were in the record, and the re- 
pondent had the right to maintain the decree of the court 
low on any ground-on which it could maintain it, irre- 
pective of the positions taken by the complainant and 
respective of the complainant’s assignment of errors. 
So it could have availed itself of every one of these de- 
cnses, and brought them to the attention of the Circuit 
Court of Appeals, and sought the judgment of that court 
m them. herefore, the that the Circuit Court of 
\ppeals did not pass i ly on certain issues does 
\ot relieve me from acting in accordance with its final 
determination. Otherwise, there would be no end, and 
every time it could be suggested that there was some issue 
on which the Circuit Court of Appeals had not passed, 
this court, on a new bill between other parties, would 
be powerless to act. Theoretically, every question which 
could have been raised in the Circuit Court of Appeals 


in the prior litigation has been determined by it. Of 
course, if, as a matter of fact, certain questions were not 
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determined there which may be hereafter determined, it 
might be my duty, under some circumstances, to shape 
the injunction in such a way as not to put the parties re- 
spondent in a position of urgency until the questions were 
passed on. But the mere fact that they have not in truth 
been passed on does not relieve this court from giving 
effect to the judgment on appeal, nor from giving the 
complainant reliet. The condition here is not extraor- 
dinary, and, therefore, every question which has been 
raised here, except that of infringement, I must accept 
as having been already determined. 

The new anticipatory matter which has been brought 
to my attention may, on revision of the case on final 
hearing in the Circuit Court of Appeals, in connection 
with like matter in the prior case, be of importance; but 
it is, to my mind, subject to the same criticism as like 
German publications before me in that case. It is merely 
suggestive and experimental, and not of that full, frank 
and practical character which the decisions of the Su- 
preme Court require in anticipatory publications. I do 
not see in them, or in the patents which have been brought 
to my attention, anything of that clear character which 
would justify me in avoiding the decision in the prior 
suit. A late case in the Circuit Court of Appeals for this 
circuit, Bresnahan vs. Tripp Giant Leveller Company, 99 
Fed. Rep. 280, holds very emphatically to the rule that 
new matter, for the purpose of avoiding the effect of an 
earlier judgment, must be of a very substantive character. 
So I think that in everything, except the question of in- 
fringement, I am practically bound by the prior decision. 

On the question of infringement I have no doubt with 
reference to the digesters 1 to 9 that the various layers of 
cement constitute the substance of the lining of those 
digesters. If, instead of having the layers built up in what 
Mr. Burgess calls a composite manner—that is, by break- 
ing joints—they were made of a solid mass of cement, it 
would be at once apparent that there was infringement. 
To my mind, the building up of these strata or layers, by 
breaking joints, is, in the patent law, equivalent to a solid 
mass of cement, and the whole structure, I have no doubt, 
is the same as that pointed out by the second claim of 
the patent in suit. I say this without undertaking to hold 
that the second claim has any validity, because I do not 
think it has. I refer to it for the purpose of making clear 
my view that, in the first nine digesters, the addition of 
the vitrified brick is purely incidental to a structure con- 
sisting of the two elements combined as set out in the 
first claim of the patent in suit—that is to say, the shell 
of the digester and a mass of cement capable of perform- 
ing the necessary functions of an inferior lining. 

Without undertaking to go at length into the lining of 
the tenth digester, and reserving my views about that 
until a final hearing, all I need say with reference to it is 
that it involves too much doubt on the question of in- 
fringement to justify me in issuing an injunction against 
it. The points of doubt are: 

First—Whether, after all, the real substance of this 
construction is not that described by the respondents as a 
purely bona fide composite lining. lf it is purely bona 
tide composite lining, fairly so termed, it certainly does 
not come within the claims of the patent in suit, because 
the very essence and gist of those claims is that Russell 
was able to get rid of everything except the shell of the 
digester and the lining of cement. That is the very pith 
of his invention. 

Second—I have doubts whether this digester really 
shows anything more than is shown by the Pierredon 
patent, lava bricks laid in a heavy course of cement, and 
that is shown in that patent the public has the right to 
use, independently of any question whether Pierredon 
saw all the advantages coming from having a heavy 
cement course under his lava bricks. 

Third—The testimony with reference to the substantial 
advantages and coiaparative relations of the various parts 
of the lining of digester 10 are too conflicting to justify 
the court in basing an interlocutory injunction upon it. 
On the whole, it is enough for me to repeat that the ques- 
tion of infringement as to digester 10 is too doubtful to 
justify this court in using the power of a temporary in- 
junction with reference to it. 

The decree which will be entered will be in substance 
as follows: An injunction to issue against digesters 1 to 
9 inclusive, to take effect in three months from the entry 
of the decree, but in the event there is an appeal, the in- 
junction to take effect in three months from the coming 
down of the mandate. As to digester 10, the decree will 
state that an injunction is denied. I name the three 
months’ period because I imagine that will be sufficient 
to enable the digesters to be relined. If the respondents 
think three months will not be sufficient, I will enlarge 
the time. 





Tariff Decision. 


The Board of General Appraisers has rendered decision 
in the following cases: 
* William S. Kinsey & Co. imported merchandise which 
was returned by the appraiser as “fancy paper boxes” and 
with duty assessed at the rate of 45 per cent. ad valorem, 
under the provisions of paragraph 405 of the act of 1897. 
The importer claimed that the articles are plain paper 
boxes, dutiable only at the rate of 35 per cent. ad valorem, 
as manufactures of paper not otherwise provided for. The 
boxes in question were apparently intended to contain hand- 
kerchiefs, and were made up in fancy style. The board 
overruled the protest.

Less Water in the Fox River Valley. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 


Appe.eton, Wis., August 6.—Water power conditions in 
the Fox River Valley have been too good to last. But as 
no one expected them to last very long they are not now 
disappointed. The middle of last week the Neenah and 
Menasha Water Power Company reduced the amount of 
water permitted to be drawn to 25 per cent. of the natural 
flow of the river. This is the quantity that is now coming 
down the river. As the level of the lake remaifis about the 
same, there is good prospect that no further reduction may 
be required for two or three weeks. No one can be cer- 
tain about this, however. 

The effect of the reduction in the amount of water drawn 
is to reduce considerably the amount of ground wood that 
can be made. No ground wood whatever is made at 
Neenah or Menasha, and comparatively little can be made 
at Appleton, except umder most favorable power conditions. 
The most of the pulp manufactured on the Fox is made 
farther down the river, where the fall is more abrupt and 
the power greater. At Kimberly the Kimberly & Clark 
Company is now able to run from four to six grinders. The 
Little Chute Pulp Company is able to run about half of its 
eighteen grinders. At the Combined Locks the fall is large, 
and the company of that name located there is able to op 
erate practically all of its sixteen grinders. At Kaukauna 
there are several small pulp mills which are running from 





about half output up to nearly full output, depending upon 
their various conditions. 

Power on the Wisconsin River continues good, and the 
mills over there are able to draw as much water as they 
want for all purposes. FoX River.

Black River Above Normal.

trary to all expectations, has continued to flow a little 
above the normal July and August quantity, and 
nearly every pulp grinder is running.

The petition for 
dissolution is made by a majority of the stockholders. 


The Situation in Brimstone. 


In view of the promises made that brimstone in ample 
quantities would soon be mined on the Pacific Coast of 
South America to supply the total requirements of this 
country at prices that would shut out the Sicilian prod- 
uct, the statistical situation of Sicilian brimstone may be 
regarded of interest, says the Oil, Paint and Drug Re- 
porter, although the trade here do not regard the state- 
ment made in the prospectus af the new South American 
brimstone mining company as likely to be realized. The 
situation at present is a strong one, due, however, en- 
tirely to the high freight rates demanded and the grow- 
ing scarcity of freight room, and it is probable that, ow- 
ing to the critical conditions existing in China, the va- 
rious powers may draw still more heavily on the mer- 
chant marine to supply vessels for transport service. The 
conditions, so far as supply and demand are concerned, 
have changed, although supplies appear to be accumulat- 
ing. The consumption in this country has increased, but 
the exports to other countries has not increased in the 
same ratio, while the statistical situation has undergone 
no material change. The production, as our readers are 
aware, is under control of a strong syndicate, which regu- 
lates production and prices at will. The exports of brim- 
stone from Sicily to the United States during the fiscal 
year ended June 30 amounted to 138,846 long tons, against 
102,157 tons during the year preceding. The exports dur- 
ing the fiscal year reached a total of 517,741 tons, against 
433.026 tons during the preceding year, the total increase 
being 83,800 tons. The exports to the United States dur- 
ing June amounted to 8,310 tons, against 8,200 tons dur- 
ing June last year.

Nracara Fauts, N. Y., August 7.-—The curtain has risen 
and another scene is now presented in the Edward Lloyd 
(Limited) establishment of their American paper plant. 
The readers of Tue Paper Trape JouRNAL are conversant 
with the purchase of the plant and water power of the 
Sturgeon Falls Pulp Company at Sturgeon Falls, Ont. 
Right here it is necessary to state that the company made 
this purchase irrespective of the opinions of Col. John C. 


Morgan and Mr. Whyte, who at one time were 
acting for the Lloyds. Colonel Morgan, the Amer- 
ican agent, and Mr. Whyte, the English agent 
of the company, did not agree, and so Mr. Morgan 


dropped out of the fold of the Lloyds and Mr. Whyte-went 
it alone. It seems now that the purchase of the Sturgeon 
Falls power and plant, which, by the way, the English 
syndicate which were engaged in developing it called the 
Imperial Paper Company, has not turned out as thé Lloyds 
anticipated. There is trouble in camp and Mr. Whyte has 
shut down the operations and lawsuits are in the air. The 
first instalment of English solicitors and witnesses have 
been on American soil for the past week, and they will 
change their operations to Canadian territory this week. 
For over five days there have been at the Falls the Hon. 
Charles Russell, of London, England, son of the eminent 
barrister, Lord Chief Justice Russell, of England; C. A. 
Bremner, 6f London, England, manager of the Sturgeon 
Falls Pulp Company; Herbert G. Chescher, also of Lon- 
don, his private secretary; H. E. McKee, of Sturgeon 
Falls, a.barrister; John C. Temple, of Philadelphia, the 
expert hydraulic engineer; A. F. Lansing, of Watertown, 
N. Y., a well-known pulp and paper mill architect; Mr. 
Roberts, of St. Catharines, an hydraulic engineer, and L. 
P. Snyder, of St. Catharines, Ont., who is associated with 
the Sturgeon Falls Company, besides 4 number of wit- 
nesses. This delegation represents the Sturgeon Falls Com- 
pany as opposed to the Edward Lloyd (Limited). The 
Sturgeon Falls Company will be compelled to sue for the 
fulfillment of the contract and the payments for the plant 


and power. It is evident that the Lloyds have served notice 


that they do not intend to keep the contract on the ground 
that the property is not what it was represented. 

All this, of course, is meat for Col. John C. Morgan, who 
had several large powers in view for the Messrs. Lloyd, 
but whose judgment was not followed. It is said that Mr. 
Whyte was not pleased with Messrs. Lloyd’s purchase, but 
has been making the best of a bad bargain until it was 
apparent that nothing could be made of the property on the 
seale that the Lloyds expected. The suit will be tried, if 
brought to trial, in the Toronto courts, and will be watched 
with keen interest.

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DEALERS WIN ON APPEAL. 


The Decision in Browne & Stuart Against the United 
States Board and Paper Company, of Indiana, Reversed 
—An Old Suit Recalled, 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 


Cincinnati, August 6.—In May, 1897, Browne & Stuart, 
paper dealers in this city, sued the United States Board and 
Paper Company, organized in Indiana, and attached prop- 
erty within this jurisdiction on a claim for $25,000, for 
services under a contract entered into in December, 1896, 
whereby Browne & Stuart were to act as selling agents 
for the defendant company in this city for the output of 
the United States Paper Company's Mills, in Carthage, 
Ind. They were to get 7 per cent. commission. They 
acted under this contract until about May 1, 1897, when 
the company displaced them. Then the damage suit 
above was filed. 

The trial court found against Browne & Stuart’s right 
to recover, because Wallace F. Browne was a director of 
the United States Board and Paper Company, and took 
part in the making of the contract, and also because the 
contract was unfair and unreasonable under the circum- 
stances. The Circuit Court, Judge Giffen deciding, has now 
held that the judgment below was not sustained by the evi- 
dence and remanded the case for a new trial. . The review- 
ing court says there were no allegations or proof of unfair- 
ness in the contract, and the judgment below proceeded 
upon the theory -that the contract was an unfair one and 
was made by a director of the corporation, with himself 
as an individual. But this issue was not made. The re- 
viewing court thought there was nothing unfair in the con- 
tract itself. 

The court declined to express any opinion on the ques- 
tion as to whether the contract had been ratified by the com- 
pany within the three months before it sought to rescind it. 
It would be time enough to mieet that question when. the 
issues were properly presented and the evidence adduced.

Water Power Questions at Appicton. — 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

App.eton, Wis., August 6—One of the water powers in 
Appleton, which has been developed for the longest time 
of any in the city, is that occupied by the pulp mills of the 
Atlas Paper Company on the right bank of the river at the 
first dam. The leases of water power, which were last ex- 
ecuted in April, 1891, to run for ten years, conveyed half 
the flow of the river, with the exception of three small prior 
leases, taking but a small quantity of water. The power 
was leased from the Green Bay and Mississippi Canal 
Company. Within the last few years as the water power 
began to have more demands made upon it-and the paper 
mills of the Atlas: Paper Company and the Kimberly & 
Clark Company, whose management and interests are 
closely interwoven, were built on the opposite side of the 
river, it was found advisable to stop the pulp grinders and 
allow the water to be used by the paper mills on the other 
side of the river. Then a sulphite making outfit was put 
into one of the pulp mills, and in the course of events it 
has comé about that sulphite is now made exclusively 
where the grinders were accustomed to be operated. The 
Atlas people have notified the Canal Company that they will 
not fénew the power leases next April at the old rates or 
at the rates specified in the old leases for renewal, so that 
it seems probable that a year from now the property will 
be vacated. Fox River. 


Paper Novelty Company’s New Quarters. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ]} 

Dayton, Ohio, August 6—The Dayton Paper Novelty 
Company expects to remove to its new quarters in the 
Wolf Building by Friday or Saturday of this week. The 
improvements have been pushed to as rapid completion as 
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possible under the circumstances, though the company 
hoped to occupy its new home by May 1. Rainy weathe: 
has interfered with the construction of the immense six 
story structure on the site of the former handsome build 
ing, which was burned to the ground in a half million do! 
lar fire. The local company lost heavily in this blaze, hay 
ing been only partially insured. The greatest loss was sus 
tained in the practical suspension. of business for a tin 
and the failure to fill rush orders, which were coming in 
so rapidly that the firm was forced to seek new quarters 
No sooner had the transfer been made than the disastrous 
fire occurred. Luckily the new machinery was not dam- 
aged. In addition to the machinery ordered before the fire 
a complete new equipment was ordered and is now being 
placed in position, and by August to it is hoped that the 
machinery will be in full working order. The company 
has handled its contracts capably under adverse circum 
stances, having removed back to its old quarters. A large 
sum of money has been expended in buying the equipment, 
as only the latest and most modern presses,*cutters and 
various machines have been purchased. Secretary George 
Shaw, who has been touring China, Japan and the Philip- 
pines, will return shortly. M. V. 


Sulphite Mill Has Narrow Escape. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

AppLeton, Wis., August 6.—The mill of the Riverside 
Fibre Company had a very narrow escape from burning 
on Saturday evening, August 4. At about 10 o'clock fire 
was discovered in the chip bin at the very top of the mill, 
and by the time the department arrived the upper part 
of the mill, ‘which is very lofty, was burning strongly. 
The firemen climbed to the abutting roofs, however, and 
fought the blaze so well that the fire was practically con- 
fined to the chip bin and portions of the roof nearby. 
The loss will be less than $5,000, and is fully covered by 
insurance. Half an hour after the fire was out the wood 
room started up again, making chips, and as the digesters 
and all the rest of the machinery were unharmed, the 
whole establishment was put in operation.

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THE EXPORT OF PAPER. 


Growth of Foreign Trade—How Some Manufacturers View 
the Situation— Advantages Possessed by 
United States Manufacturers. 


In our growing export trade paper manufacturers now 
see a wide and profitable outlet for a large portion of 
their production. That this branch of the paper business 
has been too long neglected is the settled opinion of 
leading ‘men in the trade. Recently, however, systematic 
attempts to build up trade with foreign countries have 
been made with considerable success. This statement, of 
course, applies with particular reference to the sale abroad 
of news paper. However, that grade of paper is now be- 
ing followed into distant lands by our book and writing 
papers. That the demand for both of these is increasing 
is evidenced by the number of inquiries received in New 
York last week from remote corners of the earth. From 
these inquiries the exporters of paper discern large possi- 
bilities in the way of future trade. They declare that the 
world is getting to look toward the United States for its 
paper supply. Already it is given out as a fact that one- 
half of the news paper consumed in Australia comes from 
America. On book papers a number of the largest manu- 
facturers have quietly built up some trade with foreign 
countries. Others sell a part of their product through 
firms that make a special business of export trade. . In 
this way the disposal of many tons of paper is effected with 
slight trouble to the manufacturers. In writings our ex- 
ports are as yet not very heavy. Still the trade is grow- 
ing, and now that the business is being pushed better re- 
sults are expected to follow. In fact, the export outlook 
for all grades of paper that are not specially handicapped 
is considered remarkably promising. 

In answer to inquiries on the subject this week one 
prominent exporter said to a representative of THe PAPER 
Trape JourNnaL: “It is possible for the American manufac- 
turer of news paper to compete for trade in every country 
on the globe, except Norway, Sweden, Russia, France and 
the Mediterranean countries. The exception of Norway 
and Sweden is self explanatory. As for Russia the con- 
sumption is not temptingly large. In France the customs

duties are almost prohibitory. And the Mediterranean 
countries get their supply ‘principally from Austria, where 
labor is very cheap. The shortness of the haul is also 
in favor of that country. Still there is 4 fighting chance 
even in the countries bordering on the Mediterranean Sea, 
except France. In that country the papét manufacturers 
evidently have a very strong ‘pull’ with the Government. 
This is shown in the tariffs and inland customs dues. 
However, some business might be done in France with the 
cities and towns adjacent to the Belgian frontier. In such 
places the customs charges are not so very heavy. As for 
the rest of the world, it is ours—if we want to go after 
its business. But in order to secure and hold this trade 
you must persuade your foreign customer that you will 
give him what he wants when he wants it and put up in 
such a fashion as to meet his ideas. When you satisfy him 
on these points, and after he has learned io rely on you, 
there is no trouble in holding his trade.” 

Speaking in regard to the outlook for exporting writ- 
ings another gentleman said: “On the cheaper grades, 
which are largely wood papers, we have a manifest ad- 
vantage, as we have plenty of the raw material. This fact, 
together with our very wide fast running machines, is 
decidedly in our favor. But on the better grades of writ- 
ings the English and German paper makers have the ad- 
vantage. They have all the finest quality of rags at their 
own door; they also have the skill and they are not handi- 
capped with as long freights as we are. However, as we 
are now making some machine finished writings that can 
scarcely be distinguished from the best loft dried super- 
calendered papers we should be able to compete success- 
fully on these grades with the English and German manu- 
facturers in the markets of the world. On the finest grades 
we should also be able to:do something, especially in 
countries where the freight charge is in our favor just 
enough to offset the advantages which the European manu- 
facturer has in the way of cheaper raw materials, cheaper 
labor, &c.” 

Another paper manufacturer expressed himself as fol- 
lows on the subject of foreign trade: “On all but the finest 
rag papers we have a great advantage in the markets of 
the world. We have the raw material, the power and fast 
running machines that are on an average one-third wider 
than those in use abroad. Thus equipped I see no reason 
why the American manufacturers should not do the bulk 
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of the world’s business in paper, All that is needed

German Chemical Industry. 


Consul-General Guenther writes from Frankfort, Ger 
many, June 23, as follows: “German publications in th: 
interest of manufacturers of chemicals generally, and thos: 
of coal tar colors in particular, complain that the new com- 
mercial treaty between the United States and France re- 
duces the tariff on French coal tar colors from 30 per cent. 
ad valorem to 24 per cent., while such German colors wil! 
have to pay 30 per cent., Germany not receiving this 
benefit unless she makes concessions to the United States 
Attention is called to the fact that in consequence of the 
protective duties of the United States the coal tar color 
industry is being built up there, which will greatly injure 
Germany, and every effort should be made to have the 
duties lowered, in order to avoid the establishment of 
Américan coal tar color factories and to facilitate Ger- 
man exports. 

“German interested circles advocate free entry of chem- 
icals into Germany, and if possible free trade in those 
articles by other countries, or at least greatly reduced 
duties. Such a policy would benefit this country greatly 
When one looks at the statistics of German imports and 
exports of chemicals it is not surprising that the policy 
advocated finds much favor. Germany proposes free trade 
in chemicals, but, on the other hand, for instance, a high 
duty on boots and shoes, because, as it is stated, Amer- 
ican competition in these goods is keen, and Germany 
needs to protect her shoe industry against the older and 
highly developed one of the United States.” 


Projected Canadian Pulp Mill. 

Montreat, August 6.—The extensive timber lands, com 
prising some 25,000 acres, belonging to the estate Kid- 
ston, of Glasgow, and situated in Stoneham and Tewkes- 
bury, on the Jacques Cartier River, in this province, have 
been purchased by William Power, of Quebec. A large 
pulp factory will be established there. These lands are 
heavily timbered with spruce of the best quality for pulp 
purposes.

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The Digester Lining Decision. 

In order that the entire trade may see exactly in detail 
what action Judge Putnam took in the case of the Amer- 
ican Sulphite Pulp Company against the Burgess Sulphite 
Fibre Company, recently tried at Portsmouth, N. H., we 
this week print an official copy of his decision in the mat- 
ter. The decision contains nothing that is startlingly new, 
and in reality sends the whole case to the Appellate Court 
for determination, so that up to date there is no finality 
to the contention. The defendants declare that they will 
vigorously contest the case in the higher courts, while the 
plaintiff says that in so doing they are only putting off 
the evil day on which a settlement must be made. 


Exports Growing Rapidly. 

If the shipments of paper from the port of New York 
were’ to keep up at the pace set last Week and again this 
week the figures at the end of the year would show a very 
large advance over last year’s business, which was the 
largest in our history. Last week we shipped from this port 
paper aggregating in value $96,121. This week the value 
of the shipments has jumped to $119,685, which is “the rec- 
ord’ up to date. This exported paper had a wide distribu- 
tion, and it seems as though the product of United States 
mills was constantly being sent to all quarters of the 
earth, 

This week Australia took $48,957 worth of our product, 
while London was a close second, her purchases aggre- 
gating $32,533, of which $1,840 was for straw board. 
Among the other large shipments were: To Chili, $5,537; 
to Argentine Republic, $4,441; to Manchester, $4,890; to 
Porto Rico, $4,334; to Peru, $3,000; to Cuba, $2,058; to 
Mexico, $2,335, and to Hull, $1,662. 

This showing ought to be a powerful stimulus to our ex- 
port trade. It should encourage United States paper manu- 
facturers to press forward in this department, and to put 
into it much more energy and study. It is decidedly a very 
progressive branch of the industry. 

The Fall Trade. 

At present there is much exchanging of opinions by 
members of the trade as to what the fall business will be. 
The market is dull now, and seasonably so, for August as 
a rule is not a month of great activity. There is a strong 
undercurrent in favor of the belief that trade later in the 
year will be of good proportions, and many people are 
looking for a large volume of business. There are indi- 
cations that ample preparations are being made to take 
care of it properly when it comes along. 

The summer is the time when the mills are overhauled, 
and this year much money has been spent in renovating 
old equipment and installing new, while not a little new 
product will come into the market very shortly. This, 
however, is well distributed in the writing, book, news, 
tissue and board lines, and even under ordinary circum- 
stances is not sufficient in quantity to be burdensome. If, 
on the other hand, the volume of trade reaches the ex- 
pectations of some, the new product will be heartily 
welcomed, and there will be no trouble in moving it quickly. 

Manufacturers have this year adhered closely to the 
idea of shutting down their mills rather than yield to the 
call for lower prices, and the adoption of this plan will 
undoubtedly have a salutary effect. The periodical shutting 
down of thé mills has certainly withheld from the market 
a large amount of product, the result of which action ought 
to be shown in a stronger tone later. 

It is to be hoped that expectations wili be realized and 
that the trade will enjoy even a larger volame of business 
than they had in the closing months of last year, when the 
market was active and prices advanced. 


The High Price of Coal. 
Manufacturers of paper, like those in other industries, 
have been forced for some time to a more careful consid- 
eration of the problem of coal supply. Last year, with a 
long siege of low water and an unusual demand for mill 
product, paper mill men in this country who were depen- 
dent upon water power for the operation of their plants were 


brought to a sharp realizatidn of the situation, and many 


~of them as a consequence equipped their plants with steam

and in some quarters the operations of mills have be 

seriously hampered by the low condition of the stream., 
although for the present the position has been relieved |, 
heavy rains. It is yet a question whether this relief i 
permanent, and the general feeling is that it is not. 

The mill man who has believed that with both a wate: 
and steam equipment he was prepared for all emergencie: 
has now encountered an additional entanglement in thx 
high price of coal. The value of this fuel has been well 
maintained, not only here, but across the water, both in 
Great Britain and on the Continent. There is a continual 
complaint from abroad that manufacturers there, includ- 
ing those in the paper line, are heavily handicapped be 
cause of the prevailing high value of coal, the market 
abroad being relatively higher than here. 

Incidentally it is pointed out that this latter fact gives 
our manufacturers an advantage in export trade which 
they should not be slow to seize, for it is claimed, and 
many on the other side unhesitatingly admit the claim, 
that the cost of making paper at present is less than it is 
in Great Britain, for instance. 

There has been much discussion for some time as to the 
searcity and high prices of paper making fibres, but for the 
moment that discussion has died out in the face of that on 
the more important topic of coal supply. 


The United States Circuit Court has just reversed the 
decision of the trial court in the case of Browne & Stuart, 
of Cincinnati, Ohio, against the United States Board and 
Paper Company, of Carthage, Ind., in which it was sought 
to enforce a contract by the terms of which the plaintiff 
was to sell the product of the defendant’s mill, receiving 
therefor as compensation a commission of 7% per cent. 
At the trial defendant contended that the contract was in- 
valid, for the reason that Mr. Browne was a director of the 
defendant corporation, and that therefore he had made a 
contract with himself. The trial court upheld that conten- 
tion, and it is that ruling that has been reversed. The Ap 
pellate Court holds that as there is no evidence to show 
that the contract was unfair, the fact that Mr. Browne was 
a director of the company and also a member of the firm 
with which the contract was made is not sufficient cause 
for it to hold the agreement of no @ffect. This decision 
will be of much interest to the trade, as there are doubtless 
a number of members of the trade who occupy exactly 
similar positions. 


The competition to secure the contract for supplying 
the State of Ohio with paper has always been keen, to put 
it mildly. Sometimes the one to whom the award was 
made lived up to the terms of the contract; at other times 
he did not, and at yet other times he simply gave up and 
let the State get its paper where best it could. This year 
it will probably be a retelling of the old story. The State 
will probably award the contract to the lowest bidder, and 
then get its paper at the contract price—perhaps.

street crosses the Platte River. 

The company which is being organized to operate the 
mills will be known as the Rocky Mountain Paper Com- 
pany.

Paper Stock Packing in Omaha.

Omana, Neb., August 6.—A new business has been es- 
tablished in Omaha. It is the sorting and packing of 
waste papers. The new plant occupies a large building 
at 1309 and 1311 Leavenworth street and will operate exten- 
sively throughout the West. A force of nearly 100 people are 
employed in sorting and handling the product, and this 
will not only make the business important from an in- 
dustrial standpoint, but will bring considerable business 
to Omaha which has formerly gone to Chicago. The new 
enterprise is incorporated under the name of the Harding 
Paper Stock Company, Sam. Harding president, and 
F. C. Kaufman secretary and general manager. NEV. 
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FoREIGN NOTES. - 


Gregor & Co.’s paper mills, Kosel, Germany, have been 
destroyed by fire. 

Professor Martens, of the Government Testing Office, 
Charlottenburg, Germany, has, in recognition of his im- 
portant services, been appointed Privy Councillor. 

The highest award for mechanical wood pulp at the 
Paris Exhibition has been secured by the Follum Traes- 
liberi, established twenty-six years ago. The Follum 
Traesliberi is the only one among the Scandinavian mills 
which obtained this high distinction. 

In a report issued by the Altona (Germany) Chamber 
of Commerce reference is made to the paper trade. Busi- 
ness during the past year was satisfactory, although the 
competition of Belgian manufacturers was unpleasantly 
felt by German exporters. The exportation to Denmark 
was checked somewhat, owing to the import duties. 
Prison work interfered to some extent with manufactur- 
ing stationers. The attempt of fancy and surface paper 
makers to make arrangements for the regulation of sell- 
ing prices was frustrated by Belgian manufacturers paying 
lower wages and having no social legislation to support. 
Better prices were obtained for wall paper, the trade be- 
ing controlled by a syndicate. 

Chemical wood, straw pulp and other fibres were im- 
ported into Germany during the first quarter of the 
present year to the extent of 28,223 metre cwts., of the 
value of 621,000 marks, the figures for the corresponding 
period of the previous year being 48,088 metre cwts. of 
the value of 1,058,000 marks, thus showing a decline of 
41 per cent. in quantity and 40 per cent. in value. The im- 
ports were chiefly from Austro-Hungary, Finland and 
Sweden. The exports reached 170,042 metre cwts. of the 
value of 4,081,000 marks, compared with 137,931 metre 
ewts. of the value of 3,310,000 marks during the corre- 
sponding quarter of last year. The experts were chiefly 
to France, Belgium, the United States, Great Britain, 
Netherlands and Russia. 


Miami Valley Transportation Questions. 


(FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Dayton, Ohio, August 6.—The development of the Mi- 
ami and Erie Canal is a question of momentous importance 
to the paper trade between Cincinnati and Toledo, amd this 
includes the principal mill centres within that distance 
which are located within a radius of 30 or 40 miles of Day- 
ton. In fact, the canal’s greatest usefulness is obtained be- 
tween this city and Cincinnati, which includes the interme- 
diate points of Franklin, Middletown, Hamilton, &c. The 
announcement made in THe Parer Trappe JouRNAL some 
time ago that the State Board of Public Works had given 
permission to a responsible firm to establish a system of 
electrical transportation on the canal, thus revolutionizing 
traffic for freight purposes, bringing the waterway into 
lively competition with railway lines, proved an interesting 
bit of news, and tradesmen have been following results 
closely. 

Recently not less than five interurban traction lines have 
made application to the State Board for use of the canal 
bank for traction purposes. Most of the improvements, as 
contemplated, extend north from Dayton to Piqua and 
south from this city to Hamilton and Cincinnati, though 
one company expects to build a line the entire length of the 
canal from Lake Erie to the Ohio River. All of the com- 
panies are backed by ample capital, and work on the various 
lines, if leases are granted, will begin shortly, thus con- 
necting all of the paper mill centres. But the question has 
arisen as to, whether the construction of tracks on the 
bank will interfere with the original improvement of in- 
troducing electricity and canal boat traffic, and the matter 
is receiving the attention of the trade as the latter improve- 
ment would be of far greater importance. To make the 
proposed system possible, it will be necessary to erect poles 
and string wires along the banks for the purpose, and if 
there will be any interference with the original plans, mill 
men will enter a vigorous protest against such change that 
may win the day. M. V.

E. H. Bermingham, of the Dexter Sulphite Company, 
Dexter, N. Y., is happy just now. His log drive, or at 
least the greater part of it, has arrived at Dexter and the 
rest will undoubtedly be at home before the bays freeze 
over. ; 

The Thilmany Pulp and Paper Mills, of Kaukauna, 
Wis., expect to receive their new 750 horse power Allis en- 
gine this week. Work has been commenced upon an addi- 
tion to the boiler house made necessary by the new boilers 
to be added. 

W. R. Calder, of the firm of W. R. Calder & Co., Bridge- 
water, N. S., is at St. John’s, Newfoundland, on his way to 
Hamilton Inlet, Labrador. He goes there with a surveyor 
to line off 300 miles of timber territory for the establish- 
ment of a sawmill and pulp works.

paper mill, and needs the new village for the accommoda 
tion of its employees. 

The firm of Holbrook & Sutherland, of Ottawa, Canada 
has been awarded by the E. B. Eddy Company the contract 
for the erection of a paper and finishing mill at Hull, Can 
ada. The new establishment, which will be a solid brick 
structure, will be three stories in height, 50 feet long and 
f60 feet deep. According to contract the new establishment 
is to be ready for occupation by September 15. Work wil! 
be started on it at once. 

Two men were injured at the works of the Nutley Paper 
Company, on Kingsland street, Franklin, N. J., this week.

Question.—Can a pc<rfectly level sheet be made on a 
cylinder machine, the sheet gauging, say, 7-1000 inch? 
What is the best arrangement of a vat for a cylinder ma- 
chine to make an even level sheet of paper that will gauge 
and weigh the same both sides and in the middle across 
the sheet? What is the reason that a sheet of paper that 
may be running one day a little heavier on one side of the 
machine, the next day without making any change will 
make the paper heavier on the other side? What will over- 
come this difficulty? ‘ 

Answer.—Yes, a level sheet can be made on a cylinder 
as well as on a Fourdrinier machine, provided that the 
vat is properly propor.ioned and arranged. Suppose, for 
instance, that the forming cyiinder is supported in the centre 
of a large body of stuff, ail properly diluted and agitated for 
use upon the machine. 
obstacle to the free movement of the stuff within 3 feet 
of the cylinder. Is there any doubt that the machine thus 
arranged will make the same kind of a sheet, day after day? 
No. There is nothing to change the flow of stock, or to 
impede it in any way, and the cylinder will dip up a uni 
form coating of stuff, day after day, as long as the condi- 
tions named are maintained. But when the cylinder is 
placed in a narrow vat, then other conditions are met with 
at once. The stuff cannot move as freely as in the big 
tub; therefore, currents are formed and the stuff flows in 
certain directions to avoid the crowding of the vat con- 
struction. A vat may be so arranged that the. currents 
thus formed shall always flow in the same direction, and 
by a proper arrangement of the gates and deflecting boards 
the pulp may be made to reach the cylinder evenly. When 
this is the case the machine will make the same sheet one 
day that it does another, and there will be none of the 
changes neted. When, howey r, there is nothing inside oi 
a vat except the agitator and the cylinder, and when the 
dimensions of the vat are such that there is not enough 
room for the stuff to get from flow box to the wire without 
forming more or less pronounced currents, then there is 
no guarantee that the currents that must be formed will 
form day by day in the same direction. To-day they may 
happen to start toward the front end of the machine, and 
very naturally the most pulp will be deposited upon the 
front end of the mold, making the thicker paper at that 
end. To-morrow, when the machine starts, there is a body 
oi thicker pulp in the front end of the vat than in the back 
end, therefore the fresh stuff very naturally first starts 
toward the back end of the machine. I have stated the dif- 
ference as between two days, as if the machine tender lei’ 
his vat full of stuff during the time of shutdown, 1f there 
isany. It may also occur when everything is clean and just 
washed up. If the stuff, entering the vat, chances to fluw 
first toward the back end of the’ vat, the paper may be 
heavier there at first, and probably will so continue through 
there is a_ stop. Then, even if 
but for a_ very minutes, the stuff may settle 
down in one end or the other of the vat, so that 
when the machine starts again the currents flow in the oppo- 
site direction, and the paper comes thick at the other end 
of the machine, There is a remedy for this sort of thing 
of course, and a man who has such a vat should put up with 
it just as long, and no longer, than it takes him to. wilk 
to the machine motor and shut down. Do not run cven 
a day with the machine in such a condition, if you care 
anything for the quality of the paper made in the mill. 
Throw out the small vat. That is the best way. But the 
best way does not always go in a paper mill, and if the 
“powers that be’’ will not hear of a new and more com- 
modious vat, go to. work with deflecting boards and baffle 
plates to secure currents in the old vat that must always 
move in the same direction, no matter what may be che 
condition of the stuff in the vat. The agitator has a guod 
deal to do with the proper circulation of stuff in a vat. 
More in fact, than many are apt to think, and it would be 
well to see that the speed and area of that part of the ma- 
chine are well adapted for the work it has to do, Sometimes 
a sluggish agitator action will cause the condition of affairs 
noted in the query, and a little more speed applied to the

like the mold, and a few inches away therefrom, carrying the 
stuff around the mold to the location mentioned. When 
a thin place developed one of the gates would be opened, 
and some of the stuff allowed to flow directly agains: che 
mold, thereby thickening up the thin portion. all the 
gates could be run wide or partially open if desired, or 
wholly closed, according to the demands of the sheet being 
run. In this manner, a level sheet could be made at all 
times, no matter how the currents might start at the begin- 
ning of the run. 

(256) N. T. H., Portland, Me. 

Question.—Is there any way in which glue used as siz- 
ing in paper can be made waterproof so that it will not 
again soften, no matter if even directly immersed in water 
for a considerable time? I want to use a good deal of 
glue, enough, in fact, to make the paper hard and smooth, 
but I do not want it to soften again, even when immersed 
in water, as noted. 

Answer.—Common glue, or, in fact, any of the gelatines, 
may be made insoiuble by the addition of bichromate of 
potash tc the glue in solution (before applying to the pa- 
per), and the mixture will become insoluble after exposure 
to the light of the sun. To a considerable extent, the glue 
is rendered insoluble by the admixture of the bichromate, 
but exposure to light is necessary to complete the process. 
After which the paper may be soaked for an indefinite 
period without softening the glue, even if coated with the 
latter substance like an enamel. 

(257) B. M. G., Watertown, N. Y. 

Question.—How can I make the mottled paper some- 
times seen in the stores for fancy writings? I have seen 
the same thing used as express wrapping, but made in 
manila. Is there any special machinery needed for the 
manufacture of this paper? 

Answer.—No, it may be made in the ordinary beating 
engine, and run upon any machine that is at hand. The 
secret of mottled paper is in the beating of the stock. In 
a good many papers the constant endeavor of the paper 
maker is to get rid of the mottled appearance that is caused 
by uneven beating of the stock. It is then only necessary 
to work backward from this starting point, and aggravate a 
well-known trouble, in order to secure the most exten- 
sive mottled effect possible. The most evident way of 
mottling paper appears to be that of miximg upon the 
machine two kinds of stock, long and short, from two stuff 
chests, supplied by two separate pumps. This is not always 
possible in average mills, and the next best thing is to 
use two Jordans, both drawing stuff from the same chest, 
and both discharging into the machine chest, one Jordan 
furnishing very short stock, the other quite long. In 
other cases a single Jordan may be made to do the trick, 
the long stock being finished in the beaters, and a por- 
tion run through the Jordan, which cuts it to the short- 
ness desired. The mixture of the two lengths of stock on 
the machine will do the business. 

(258) K. O. P., Holyoke, Mass.: 

Question.— What is the best arrangement of dusters for 
making fine papers out of inferior rags? I want to make 
writing and bond from something about Thirds and Blues, 
or similar steck, and am troubled a good deal to get the 
dirt all out of the stcck. In fact, so far the dirt has not 
been gotten cut, ard the quality of the paper shows it. 
Is there any combination of dusters which will take out 
all the dirt? 

Answer.—There has never yet been an arrangement 
cf machinery in a paper mill which would enable all the 
dirt to be removed from»soiled textile material. If it were 
possible to do so, there would be no need of the expen- 
sive stock now necessary for making the best grades of 
fine paper. If all the dirt could be removed, there would 
be no necessity of using clean new cuttings for the best 
papers. As all the dirt cannot be removed from soiled 
rags, the clean new stock is a necessity, but a good deal 
of the dirt can be taken out by a proper arrangement of 
dusters and washers—so much so, that a very good qual- 
ity of bond paper is made from the very Stock noted 
above. A special duster is used in finishing the rags be- 
fore they go to the boiler. The rags are first opefhed by 
any duster used for that purpose, say a star, or a thresher. 
Scme mills use a fan duster for opening ordinary rags. 
Then have them sorted and cut and run through a rail- 
road duster; then a double screen wing duster to remove 
the buttons, &c.; thence through one or two fan or wing 
dusters, and lastly through the special “Wheat” duster to 
take cut much that the other dusters leave. The work 
must be continued even into the engines. A “Wheat” 
washer will remove still more dirt, and some that can- 
not be gotten out in any other way. This attachment is 
app'ied to any Hollander engine, and is, in fact, a sort of 


“wet” dusting.

Paper Making Machine—Hollow Ware from Pulp—Appa- 
ratus for Making Corrugated Paper—Stuff Chest 
for Paper Mills. 


Herman L. Kutter, of Hamilton, Ohio, has patented 
(No. 654,651) an improvement in paper making machines 
Fig. 1 is a side elevation of the shake-frame, supported at 
its ends by a fixed frame and extensible supports; Fig. 2, 
a front elevation of the extensible supports, with breast- 
roll frame mounted thereon with parts removed; Fig. 3, a 
side elevation of one of the extensible supports, showing 
the end of the breast-roll and the breast-roll frame thereon, 
together with portions of the shake-frame. In the draw- 
ings, 11 represents the shake-frame, pivotally mounted at 
its front end on breast-roll frame 12 and at its rear end 
on fixed or couch roll frame 13. Side rails 14 are under- 
trussed by means of struts 15 and tie-rods 16, that are ad- 
justable by means of turnbuckles 17, to prevent the side 
rails from sagging. Table-rolls 18 are journaled in bear- 
ings (not shown) that are removably attached to the side 
rails in the usual manner. Wire rolls 19 are removably 
journaled in bearings on corresponding struts under the 
rails. Making-wire 21 forms an endless apron that is driven 
by the usual couch-roll (not shown), and around the breast- 
roll 22, with its upper run over the table-rolls and its under 
run carried by the wire rolls. The breast-roll frame is pro- 
vided with an overhanging bracket portion, with the recess 
for the journal of the breast-roll in the under side, so that 
the breast-roll may be inserted from the bottom or below 
the bracket, . After the roll has been inserted the journal - 
block is placed in the recess and a bolt is placed in holes 
in the walls of the recess, so as to support the block and

roll. An adjustably supported roll 23 is arranged to take 
up the slack in the making wire in the ordinary manner. 
Save-all trough 24 is formed in sections and supported 
under the table rolls on floor stands 25. Deckle straps 26 
travel through wash troughs 27, guides 28 and around pul- 
leys 29. Deckle bars 31 are laterally adjustable by means 
of screws 32 that are operated through bevel gears 33 by 
cross-shaft 34, with hand wheel 35 thereon. Apron 36, at- 
tached tc the breast-roll frame, receives the pulp from the 
stationary feed box 37 and discharges it on the making 
wire just over the breast roll. Standards 38 are journaled 
by means of trunnions 39, formed thereon to oscillate in 
fixed floor bearings 41. Braekets 42, formed on opposite 
sides of each standard, extend upwardly therefrom and ter- 
minate on opposite sides of the breast-roll frame in the 
form of guides 43, that are parallel with each other. Oper 
slots 44 are formed in the top of the guides and in the same 
vertical plane. A worm wheel 45 is mounted on the top of 
each standard, with one end of its hub over vertical hole 
46 therein, and an adjusting screw 47 is threaded through 
the hub of each worm wheel and movably extends within 
the opening or hole 46 thereunder. A cylipdrical trans- 
verse ba, 48, with flattened ends 49, that move in slots 44 
of the guiaies, is formed on the top of each screw, whereby 
the movements of the screws are limited to vertical adjust- 
ments only. The bars are seated in transverse grooves SI, 
formed in the under edge of the breast-roll frame and near 
its ends, so that the frame may be properly supported therc- 
on. Worm shafts 52 are journaled in bearings 53 on the 
respective standards: 38 and arranged to rotate the worm 
wheels thereon and effect the vertical adjustment of the 
screws 47 and the breast-roll frame, Cross-shaft 55, pro- 
vided with hand wheel 56, spans the distance between the 
standards and communicates motion through mitre-gears at 
its ends to both of the worm shafts simultaneously. Pro- 
jecting bar 58 is either formed integral with or securea to 
one of the standards and is oscillated in a verticai plane 
by the usual eccentric mechanism or otherwise. «

Gemmell, F. I, C., F. C. S., says: Being the first chemists 
to introduce to the notice of the paper trade and analysts 
generally the necessity of uniformity in methods of sam- 
pling and testing (see Journal of the Society of Chemical 
Industry, 1890, p. 165, 1893, p. 
articles, and the correspondence arising therefrom, with 


considerable interest. Most of the points upon which we — 


advocated agreement, such as weighing the bales, percetit- 
age of bales to be sampled, method of drying, calculation 
of results, and allowance for atmospheric moisture, have 
now been universally adopted, and the only one requir- 
ing settlement is a uniform method of drawing samples. 
Discrepancies in results we believe to be die almost solely’ 
to this want of uniformity. Our practice of cutting a strip 
diagonally from corner to corner of three to five sheets 
per bale we have found to give concordant results. The 
sample taken in this way is from the top, middle and bot- 
tom of each sheet, and from each side. The method has 
never been objected to, so far as we are aware, by either 
paper maker or pulp merchant or pulp maker. The results. 
have, to our knowledge, been frequently checked by rep- 
resentatives of the pulp manufacturers from the Continent 
and have never been disputed. R. W. Sindall, after ex- 
haustive experiments (see Journal of the Society of Chem- 
ical Industry, 1896, p. 244), says: “From these results it 
would seem desirable to adopt as a universal method of 
sampling the cutting of narrow strips diagonally across 
five sheets in every bale tested.” 

The results of several tests from the same parcel have 
been found to be in close agreement, and for accuracy 
(the most essential element), rapidity and convenience, we 
do not think it is surpassed by any of the methods de- 
scribed by your contributor. It has been practiced for 
ten years in Scotland, and we are surprised that full refer- 
ence to it is omitted by the writer of the articles. A se- 
rious objection to all the methods of sampling,-and “one 
which we have not yet seen brought to the notice of the

trade, is that there is no means of ascertaining if equal 
weights of pulp are taken from each bale. Whether tri- 
angles or strips be taken from the sheets, it would be 
quite easy to obtain a high test for moisture, by taking 
larger pieces from the wet bales and smaller pieces trom 
the dry ones. By the use of the guillotine to cut the strips, 


- absolute uniformity is attained, and the same weight of 


pulp is taken from each sheet sampled. Our method ot 
procedure is to first select the necessary number of bales 
and weigh them, after careiully ascertaining that the 
scales are in good working order. The bales are opened, 
and the sheets withdrawn and placed together; the thirty 
or more sheets are thus collected in a very short time and 
with a minimum of handling; they are then carried to the 
guillotine and the strips cut off. With a dry pulp there is 
no objection to this plan; indeed, it was _ first 
suggested to us by a paper maker, and only in one case 
have we been refused permission to carry it out. The 
strips are at once placed in a copper cylinder, fitted with 
an airtight bed and of known weight. Of arrival at the 
laboratory the weight is taken in the cylinder, after which 
the pulp is transferred to the drying oven. Bottles may be 
used, but are less convenient and more liable to accident. 
To weigh the sample at the mill and carry it to the labora- 
tory in paper is not a plan to be recommended, unless the 
analyst also takes his own set of weights with him. It is 
well known how weights vary, and no chemist of experi- 
ence would dream of making two weighings with differ- 
ent sets of weights. The size of the sample drawn as de- 
scribed varies from 500 to 1,500 grammes (1 to 3 Ibs.). 
The balance used by us carries 5 kilos. (10 Ibs.), and is 
sensitive to 5 grammes (7.5 grains). The error introduced 
by the balance on a 500 gramme sample does not exceed 
+ .1 per cent. The drying is carried out in a large cop- 
per water oven, in which the water is kept boiling. The 
oven is fitted with a false perforated bottom, under which 
are several inlets for air. The lid is perforated, and a cur- 
rent of air is thus set up through the oven and carries off 
the moisture. The pulp is dried all night (15 hours) and 
weighed. It is returned to the oven for a further three 
hours, and a third time if necessary—that is, until the 
last two weights do not differ by more than 1 gramme. 
The use of a dessicator we find to be quite unnecessary, 
the hot dried pulp is returned to the copper cylinder and 
allowed to cool for 15 minutes and weighed. The in-

It has been suggested to us 
(unofficially) that the Wood Pulp Association should en 
gage us as their analysts for Scotland, but we at once de 
clined to allow this. The British Wood Pulp Associa 
tion, having now agreed to a certificate for pulp test. 
should, in consultation with the English and Scottish 
Paper Makers’ Association, draw up a scheme for sam 
pling, testing and reporting, with a scale of fees to be 
charged, and at the same time appoint three or fou 
analysts of repute and experience in this class of work. 
in the several districts of England and Scotland, whose 
certificate will be accepted. A suggestion to this effect 
was made, some two years ago by the writer, to one o} 
the executive of the Wood Pulp Association. Its adoption 
would avoid much of the friction which now frequently 
arises. At the present high prices of pulp, no 
paper maker can afford to neglect this matter, as 
it is no uncommon result to find that the pulp is 1 to 3 
per cent. short, a difference of £10 to £30 on a 100 ton par 
cel. Yet there are still a few paper makers who do not 
see the advantage and importance of accurately testing 
their pulps. The great majority have learned its value, and 
receive the analyst in the right spirit, as arbiters, whose 
anxiety is to. make a correct test, and report a true re- 
sult.

Sulphite Manufacturers Meet. 


The American Sulphite Manufacturers’ Association held 
one of its regular monthly meetings on Wednesday of this 
week at the Manhattan Hotel in New York.» The meet- 
ing was largely attended and was a short one. This time 
an evening session was not necessary. The explanation 
given for the short session i$ that there was a unanimity 
in the opinions of the members, which resulted in a speedy 
decision to maintain prices. According to reports it is 
stated that the question of curtailing production did not 
come up, as a discussion of that matter was unnecessary, 
all the manufacturers reporting that they had no surplus 
and that they were comfortably filled with orders. It is 
surmised in the trade that the reported taking of another 
English contract for 5,000 tons by Mr. Burgess has given a 
firmer tone to the sulphite market. The manufacturers 
who were seen by aarepresentative of THe Parer Trape 
Journac denied the statement that less than 2.10 cents was 
being accepted as a minimum price.
